The group was supposed to be the 
em peror s special escort, which de­ 
serted from the Swiss engineer Bie- 
try several days ago. 
Bruno Mussolini dove low over the 
town and circled three times, taking 
photographs and m aking observa­ 
tions. 
His plane was not equipped 
with bombs, although it was equip­ 
ped with m achine guns. 
Each tim e the plane circled. It 
was m et with a volley of rifle fire 
from houses in the town. 
W ith valuable photographs of his 
first exploit under fire—or rath er 
over fire—Bruno returned safely to 
the airport this evening.

W hat m ysterious cosmic forces produce, a t intervals of about fifty- 
four days and for periods of about fifteen m inutes, a sudden break in 
high-frequency, long-distance radio signals?

official publication of the A m erican Association for the Advancem ent 
of Science, is a newly discovered problem the solution of which may 
have far-reaching m eaning in the physical universe. 
Dr. J. H. Dellinger, chief of the Radio Section of the National 
B ureau of Standards, who discovered th at the inexplicable short wave 
lading occurs at intervals about twice the sun’s rotation period, “is a 
world-wide phenom enon, or more accurately sem i-world wide, as it in ­ 
volves all high-frequency radio transm ission over the illum inated half

is the interruption so pronounced a t every second solar rotation instead 
of every rotation? 
The sun tu rn s once in about tw enty-seven days.

1 as long been held th at sun spots affect radio transm ission. 
B ut the 
sun spot theory does not account satisfactorily for the 54-day intervals 
of short-w ave fading. 
This puzzle of the ether was first noted last M arch 20. 
The phe­ 
nom enon has since recurred on May 12, July 6 and August 30, 
By the 
sam e token it is due to be made m anifest again some tim e between Octo­ 
ber 21 and 25. 
A rm chair recipients of radio’s delights now m ay have 
opportunity to share w ith the most profound scientists in the observation 
of a natu ral m ystery of first ranking im portance.

home, every one of which would ' 
have been prevented by the exercise ! 
of proper precaution. 
Thirty-five I 
per cent of the fatalities 
in the ! 
home between the ages of 15 and 64; 
years were due to falls and 77 per 
cent of the fatalities over 64 years I 
of age were attributed to this cau se.! 
Hazards Are Listed 
Home falls occur m ost frequently 
on stairw ays and steps th a t 
are 
cluttered w ith objects, toys, clothing 
and household 
utensils—or 
sta ir­ 
ways th a t are poorly lighted or in 
need of repair. 
They frequently occur from high 
places—porches, balconies, and w in­ 
dows, or from chairs or other a rti­ 
cles used as substitutes for ladders. 
They occur on sm ooth, slippery 
surfaces; in bath tubs and showier 
baths; on wet or icy pavem ents; on 
highly polished floors, or on wet or 
greasy linoleum. 
They also occur 
from tripping over objects. 
How To Prevent Them 
All of these accidents can be pre­ 
vented. Stairways, steps, and door­ 
ways should be kept clear of objects 
at all tim es; should be 
adequately 
lighted and in good repair. 
Porches and balconies should be 
protected w ith railings.

Mr. Karidis Is a 
former captain in the Greek army 
and during his five years service 
saw action against the Bulgars and 
the Turks. 
“The nation has had kings for 
centuries” said Mr. Karidis.

king system is outmoded in Greece 
and the present coup of the Royal­ 
ists was brought about by a sudden 
stroke with force. It is possible that *

George will be recalled from exile, 
but my opinion is that the election 
will be one conducted by the Roy­ 
alists who now have the power of 
government in their hands.

Mr. Karidis was a school teacher 
in Greece, then entered a school for 
officers of the army and was com­ 
missioned. In 1912 and 1913 he led 
his men into some warm engage­ 
ments with the Turks and the Bul­ 
gars, but in each war the Greek 
forces w’ere victorious.
